Far up near the head of picturesque Palm Canyon two venture­ 
some village outdoors men last Wednesday discovered one of those 
phenomena of nature—a great sliding mountain.

It was Jim Maynard of 
Palm Springs police force, and 
Lee Miller, artist-engineer of the 
village and Morongo Valley, who 
made the find. 
The slide, they reported evi­ 
dently had occurred last spring 
o r summer, quite likely during 
the earthquake which did much 
damage in Im perial Valley. 


Largest Known 


This moving mountain, the dis­ 
coverers asserted, is far larger 
than that which has caused so 
much concern and .news in Los 
Angeles. The Palm Canyon one, 
the men estimate, measures about 
600 feet from .top to bottom and 


approximately

quarter mile 
across the foot. 
M iller and Maynard n o t e d 
three separate fractures, e a c h 
marked by a drop of ten feet. 
There were earth cracks t h r e e 
feet wide in places and of un­ 
known depth. The two men drop­ 
ped rocks in these, heard them 
crash against the sides but never 
heard them strike bottom. 
The villagers said the location 
ot tne sliding mountain is on a 
fault line. 
The region is one which ama­ 
teur hikers are warned from. Be­ 
cause of the dangerous trails and 
isolation, several hikers have met 
death in the canyon reaches in 
past years.

The United States, during the past decade, 
has gone through a period of privation and tra­ 
vail, of unemployment and insecurity, that left mil­ 
lion’s of citizens embittered and distrustful. When 
unemployed workers were told that the

ing class” was responsible for their difficulties— 
and were told that “capital is the enemy of labor”

Highly significant, in this regard, are the fol­ 
lowing facts which have been dug out by research 
experts, seeking to learn the actual causes of the 
depression: In 1916, the net income of corporations 
in the United States was 9.1 billions. From this in­ 
come, taxes to the extent of 1.2 billions were taken 
or 12.87 per cent. Contrasted with this, in 1939 cor­ 
porations had a net income of 6.4 billions, or 68.75 
p er cent! 
When the economists and historians write the 
real story of the depression, it will be an illuminat­ 
ing document. When the facts are known, it will 
probably turn out that rapacious political office­ 
holders, who spent the nation’s income in riotous 
experimentation—and taxed the jobs and business­ 
es of millions out of existence—were the real "en­ 
emies” of labor and employer alike. For when more 
than 68 per cent of industry’s net income must go 
to pay taxes, it is all too apparent why jobs were 
abolished: why factories, instead of expanding, ran 
on half-shifts without capital either to operate or 
make improvements. 
The great Thomas Jefferson warned that 
a 
wise and frugal government should restrain men 
from injuring one another, but should “leave them 
otherwise free to regulate their own pursuits of in­ 
dustry and improvement and not take from the 
mouth of labor the bread it has earned.” Perhaps 
the United States, having learned its lesson by 
suffering, will finally make its public officials abide 
by th a t dictum. 


FO O L’S PARADISE 
Congress has not had the courage thus far to 
effect a single important economy to offset record- 
breaking defense spending, which for the present 
year will probably run above $20,000,000,000. 
In­ 
come, despite new taxes, will amount to little more 
th an $6,000,000,000. 
As the New York Times ob­ 
serves, this is enough to show “that our budget 
has got utterly out of hand.” 
For the time being, war has obscured the grim 
fact th a t this country is moving inexorably toward 
financial ruin—not only because of debts and de­ 
ficits in themselves, but because there has been no 
serious inclination to chart a course that will ulti­ 
m ately bring government spending under control. 
We have no budget policy, and we have no tax 
policy. The Federal treasury is regarded as a grab 
bag. 
Taxation has been thought of as something 
with which to soak the rich and get votes. 
But 
hidden taxes blanket every necessity and every 
luxury, and by far the greater part of them are 
paid by the average citizen. 
This is the state of 
the nation financially—a fool’s paradise of waste, 
a t a time when it must be strong if it is to survive 
as a democracy in the stern world of the future. 
Bankrupt nations end in anarchy. 
Anarchy 
ends in dictatorship, for dictatorship is the only 
way in which civil order can again be established. 
Too late the people of a bankrupt democracy dis­ 
cover what keeps democracy alive, namely, a sense 
of personal responsibility for acts of elected pub­ 
lic servants, and full realization of the fact that 
there is nothing superhuman about government. 
W hat government gives, it must first take away. 
In piling up debt it is taking away from our nat­ 
ional future. 
If it takes away over a long enough 
period, there will be no future for us as a free peo­ 
ple.

shed were burned over in t h e 
Santa Rosa fire which devastated 
some 12,000 acres in all. 
Inasmuch as tht're are more 
than 100 square miles contained 
in the w atershed, the portion af­ 
fected is about 10 per cent, he 
said. 
Meadowcroft said th at of the 
7,000 acres burned over, a b o u t 
half is extrem ely rocky and had 
only light coverage, thus reduc­ 
ing the loss even more. 
Wm. H illery pointed out that 
the area burned over gets about 
25 per cent of the rainfall in the 
watershed. Forestry m en said this 
was problematical and probably 
depended on the type of storm. 


Likes Planting Idea 


Wchr, of the Indian Agency, 
said with average rainfall there 
probably would be no disastrous 
flood and was particularly in ter­ 
ested in the idea of replanting the 
burned-over area in the w ater­ 
shed. Nelson elucidated on this

According to word received to­ 
day from Sgt. Richard L. Creitz, 
the President has authorized an 
increase in Marine Corps person­ 
nel of 4,600 men. This increase 
in the Corps will bring the total 
strength to 38,600, a sizeable addi­ 
tion, especially since the Marines 
numbered but 17,500 a year ago 
this month. 


This is the third increase a u ­ 
thorized in the past year, the 
first numbered 6,000 authorized 
in September, 1939; the second 
9,000 in June, 1940, and the third 
of 4,600 in September, 1940. The 
advantages for young men who 
enlist today have vastly increas­ 
ed due to the large number of 
men being taken. Promotion is 
better than at ary time since 
1918.

DOUBLE DANGER 


Dear Mr. Barkow: 
I 
The letter, headed "It Can Hap­ 
pen 
Here," 
published 
recently 
in The 
Sun, 
b r o u g h t ' out 
some 
very 
interesting 
points. 
Few of us have fully appreciated 
how easily our liberties can slip 
away from us if we are not con­ 
stantly on the alert to protect 
them. It had not occurred to us 
that a president could gradually 
assume dicatorial power through 
appointments alone, merely 
by 
being in office over too long a 
period of years. It is just as im ­ 
portant not to permit the Presi­ 
dent to pack the Supreme Court 
with New Dealers quietly, as it 
was to prevent his attem pt to do 
it quickly in 1937. 


It is especially important 
to 
have an independent Supreme 
Court now, when so many meas­ 
ures are being rushed through 
Congress as emergency 
legisla­ 
tion. This is doubly true when 
Congress is so inclined to approve 
all that the President asks for. 
Just think back how infrequent­ 
ly Congress has not granted F. 
D. R.'s demands, and those few 
times were when the people be­ 
came alarmed and rose up in self­ 
defense. Unfortunately, we have 
too many in Washington 
who 
rubber 
stamps 
everything the 
President proposes. 
When you 
have a Congress and a Supreme 
Court, both subservient to t h e 
President, you have a dictatorship 
whether you call it that or not. 
Typical of what I mean was the 
Russell-Overton Amendment to 
the Conscription Bill, which slip­ 
ped by the Senate. Two (2) added 
words in that would have made 
it possible for the President to 
seize even the press and radio, 
thus 
effectively 
killing 
free 
speech. And labor 
could 
have 
been likewise commandeered. It 
was not until Wendell Willk ic 
denounced that feature of the 
bill, and stood his ground de­ 
spite those who tried to smear 
him because of that stand, that 
our interests were preserved. We 
need Mr. Willkie, and other fore­ 
sighted and equally fearless men, 
in Washington 
to defend our 
rights.

FAMOUS WRITER 


WILL SPEAK 


IN RIVERSIDE 


George Sokolsky, the interna­ 
tionally known w riter and lec­ 
tu rer on economic and political 
problem s, who comes to Riverside 
on Septem ber 28 to address m em ­ 
bers of Pro America, is perhaps 
the w orld’s most outstanding con­ 
vert to capitalism and defendant 
of the status quo in "the Am er­ 
ican w ay of life." His address is 
scheduled for 2:30 at the Elks 
hall. 
This 
briiiiant journalist 
and 
economist, 
who 
was 
recently 
characterized by Time Magazine, 
as “a star-spangled spieler for 
capitalism ,” began his adult life 
as a rabid young radical. Two 
years in Russia during the K er­ 
ensky and early Lenin regimes 
com pletely cured him and placed 
him irrevocably in the ranks of 
the conservatives. 
“It w as this 
first-hand 
ac­ 
quaintance w ith Communists and 
actual 
practice of Communism 
that m ade m e a conservative,” 
Mr. Sokolsky said recently. “The 
Russian 
Revolution 
made 
rae 
fearful of all revolutions, 
t h e 
brutality of the mob, the ru th ­ 
lessness in the suppression of the 
individual, the dire suffering of 
innocent men and women who 
w anted to be left alone, w ith util­ 
ization of all the m achinery of 
despotism to achieve an ideal, the 
trickery of rising politicians . . . 
to me all this was distressing and 
disgusting. 
Mr. Sokolsky first w ent to Rus­ 
sia in 1917, just after his gradua­ 
tion from the Columbia U niver­ 
sity School of Journalism , filled 
w ith eager enthusiasm for w hat 
he felt was the dawn of a new 
era, no t only for Russia, but for 
the w hole world. 
In Petrograd he edited the Rus­ 
sian D aily News, the only English 
language new spaper in the capi­ 
tal of the revolution, and, from 
the vantage-point of a journalist, 
saw K erensky’s rise and fall and 
the beginnings of the new Com­ 
m unist regime. W hat he saw, as 
he so pungently 
expressed 
it, 
“disgusted” him and his reactions 
w ere reflected in his writings. In 
March of 1918 he was ordered to 
leave the country and placed, v ir­ 
tually penniless on a Harbin- 
bound express train.
